REGULATION 
for 


THE KNIGHTS TEMPLAR EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


NAME 

Section 1. This Trust Fund created by the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America, for the purpose of assisting 
by loans, worthy Boys and Girls, irrespective of race, creed, sex or 
color, to secure an education, thereby enabling them to become more 
useful members of society and better citizens of this Republic, shall 
be designated and known as "The Knights Templar Educational Foundation" 


INCORPORATION 

Section 2, The Knights Templar Educational Foundation is a Trust 
Fund. Grand and Subordinate Commanderies in their conduct of this 
Trust Fund shall be known as DIVISIONS and are not to be incorporated 
in their respective Jurisdictions without the consent and approval of 
the Grand Encampment Educational Foundation Committee. 


ADMINISTRATION 

Section 3. The word "Committee" unless otherwise indicated shall 
be understood to refer to the committee created as provided by Section 
. of these Regulations. 


Section 4. (a) Each Grand Commandery shall provide a Committee to 
be known as "The Educational Foundation Committee, Division of the 
Grand Commandery of (state)" and through such committee shall adminis- 
ter the funds allocated to the Grand Commandery in accordance with the 
direction of the Grand Encampment and these regulations, 


Section 5. The funds allocated to Grand Commanderies for administra- 
tion through their respective Division Committees, being trust funds, 
such Grand Commanderies assume the legal status and obligations of 
agents of the Trustees.
